Again the headlines carried the 
shocking news the other day, of a 
child cruelly murdered with strychnin, 
and once more the public prints served 
humanity by carefully suppressing 
the identity of the murderer, the 
wretch who killed that child, not in 
passion nor by premeditation, but just 
incidentally in the pursuit of gain, 
a perfectly legitimate business trans- 
action, a business principle which is 
honored and worshipped in this busi- 
ness first country. The child found 
some little chocolate coated tablets, 
and naturally swallowed some of them 
as candy. The tablets were kept in 
the house— 


Contributory negligence on the part 
of the housekeeper or whoever it was 
that kept poison in the house, like- 
wise went unpunished, for such negli- 
gence is legitimate and proper, even

The tablets the child found and ate 
were kept in the house for the con-

family who cultivated a drug habit, an 
indulgence which all of our best pop- 
ular magazines and many of our most 
respectable newspapers constantly 
urge upon the public as a rather de- 
sirable or healthful habit to cultivate, 
nevertheless a habit which no 
more requires indulgence than does a 
cultivated craving for “ight wines 
and beer,’’ or a hankering for out- 
rageous speed or the maintenance of 
an artificial Sahara in living rodms 
or work rooms in the winter time. 
Provide these unnecessary things,

body who cares to try them, and 
there are sure to be many who will 
get the habit and they will strive to 
justify themselves in the habit, at 
whatever cost.

New York, March 26.—Heavy liqui- 
dation was witnessed today in public 
utility shares which for the past year 
or two have been ballooned on both 
the New York Stock exchange and 
the curb market. There was short 
covering in other parts of the list, 
however, which served to check the 
decline.

When the new system of reporting 
bank loans secured by stock exchange 
collateral started, decrease immediate- 
ly began to appear in the loans for 
local banks, while the loans for out- 
of-town banks increased. For the 
week ending January 6, for:example, 
the loans for local banks stood at 
$1.538,000,000. Week by week, a de- 
erease was reported until last week 
showed a drop compared with the pre- 
vious week of $104,000.000. On the 
other hand on January 6 the loans for 
the account of out-of-town banks stood 
at $1.239,000,000, whereas on Febru- 
ary 17, or the week when the high av- 
erage price for all time was estab- 
lished for 50 representative stocks, 
the figure had been increased to $1.- 
354,000,000. Thus it is plain that 
there was heavy liquidation going on 
in the stock market for local account 


jas the rest of the country continued ly 


to buy stocks. It is also plain that’ 
during the week ending March 17, 
while the rest of the country was 
heavily selling stocks there was buy- 
ing of stocks for local account. 

Another interesting news item of 
the day was a drop in the price of 
copper metal to 137-8 cents. This is 
the first time copper has sold belew 
14 cents in many months. 

Most everybody in this part of the 
country is asking everybody else what 
is the real meaning of the renewed de- 
cline in the stock market. Here 1s 
one explanation. On March 4, the day 
after the average price of stocks 
had declined 20 points from the high 
of the year made on February 13, See- 
retary Mellon voiced the opinion of 
the best bankers and bysiness men 
here in a statement to the effect that 
the reaction in the stock market did 
not affect fundamental business con- 
ditions, but was merely a correction 
of technical stock market weakness 
created by over-speculation for the 
long account. 

Following this statement the stock 
market recovered half of its 20-point 
loss, but then again started to decline 
with a new low for the year just be- 
ing made, after which Secretary Mel- 
lon expressed the belief that the de- 
cline in the stock market was not 
caused by any readjustment of our 
economic structure, but added: “There 
are no dark clouds on the financial 
horizon.” This last statement, which 
voices the views of the best bankers 
and business men here, is very differ- 
ent from the statement of March 4 

Spring general trading is based on 
earning power of the country disclosed 
by the harvests of the previous au- 
tumn. There is no reason to expect 
that the volume of trade this spring 
will not be large. However, the de- 
clining stock market is discounting a 
slowing down in general trade for the 
last half of the year. The volume of 
loans for building continues large, but 
it is largely to complete old building 
plans, not to start new ones. Borrow- 
ing for new building is showing a 
decline, If building declines other lines 
of industry will be affected. Nothing 
serious in the way of slowing down 
in general trade is in sight or ex- 
pected. However, the stock market is 
discounting a period of readjustment 
in general trade during the last half 
of 1926, whereby there will be a better

Incidentally 1 have never been very 
keen for any system of intensive 
physical training for a tournament, 
such for instance as doing road work 
like a boxer or runner, as one player 
did for the championship at Worces- 
ter the past summer. 

To my mind the player who is 
playing regularly two or three times 
a week will keep himself fit enough 
physically.
